can enter uny animal or article for a premi- 
um without paying $1 to the Treasurer, 
but may enter as many as he likes on'pay- 
ing that amount. 


All articled or animals-intended for com- 


petition, mutt be entered with the Secretary 
by 4 o'clock P. M. of the day previoua to 
the exhibition, nnd must be brought to the 
place appointed therefor at mich time on 
the day of exhibition as the Committee of 
Arrangement) ehull direct. 


Xo premium will be given unless the ani- 


mul or article is thought worthy thereof, 
though there be.no competition. The privi- 
lege of a member to compete for premium* 
ihaU'extend to l)i» wifa and to members of • 
hi? family under age. 


(.'ommittee of Arrangements was appoint- 


ed, consisting of the President and Secreta- 
ry, Geo.W. Spaulding, A. Foster) and A. 
B. Everts, to give notice of the time, to ap- 
point the place for Show and Fair, and to 
have full power to make all necessary ar- 
rangements and appointments-. 


It wan 
Resolved, That there be no admittance 


fee charged to the Cattle Show, and that 
tbesidmittauce fee to the exhibition of use- 
ful nnd fancy articles be ten cents to all ex- 
cept members of the Society. 


Raoleed, That tire President and Secre- 


tary get such blanks printed as may be 
necessary. 


Rtsohtd, Thnt the Premium List nnd 


the proceedings of this meeting be published 
in both the newspapers in the County.
